Report of Truant Officer. 


At the January session of the legislature of 1895, an act was 
passed and approved, March roth, requiring the School Board 
to appoint Truant Officers. ‘The law demands the enumeration 
by the Truant Officers annually, in the month of April, of all 
children between the ages of five and sixteen in their town, giv- 
ing such items in regard to each child as may be required by the 
School Board or the State Superintendent of public instruction, 

The State Superintendent published cards with the following 
printed questions to be answered: Name of child, age, year, 
month, sex, place of birth, residence, father, mother, occupation 
of father, attendance at school since Sept. 1st, 1894. This 
enumeration found 146 children ni this town between the ages of 
5 and 16. ‘The law requires these children to attend school, at 
least twelve weeks during the year, unless physically or men- 
tally disabled. The school year now begin with the month of 
August. Those children that have not attended school 12 
weeks since the first of August, 1895, to comply with the law, 
must attend our spring term of school. During the year com- 
plaints have been made against five children to the School 
Board, and the Truant Officer has been notified by the Chair- 
man of the Board to make an immediate investigation. The 
first complaint was made by J. H. Welton, June roth. After the 
case was fully investigated and reported to the School Board the 
circumstances were such, that the Board instructed me not to 
compel the scholar to attend during the summer term, but to 
take notice that he attended the 12 weeks of the fall term. In 
the other four cases the complaint was made by the. teacher, and 
the Chairman notified me to give it immediate attention. The 
schoiars were notified to attend school, and as nothing further 
was heard from the School Board, I conclude that they complied 
with the law.

To the Inhabitants of the School District 


of the Town of Grafton. 


At the annual school meeting, held March 16th, 1895, the fol- 
lowing article in the warrant was acted upon: Article 7. To | 
choose an agent to settle account between Francis R. Smith and 
the old Schooi Board of 1893. I was chosen that agent. By 
notice posted in the store of E. F. Folsom, A. H. Barney and 
E. M. Hoyt & Co., also by written notice to all parties directly 
interested, a day for a hearing was designated and held in the 
Town Hall on the 25th of April last. All parties directly in- 
terested were present except G. M. Sulloway, his absence being 
unavoidable, and in anticipation of this he had previously placed 
in my hands all of his papers. Your agent was wholly ignorant 
of the matter in dispute, consequently had to review the whole 
proceedings of the School Board for the year 1893, or for the 
fiscal year ending Feb. 15, 1894. ‘The statements made by the 
School Board of their transactions for 1893 were as follows :

G. M. Sulloway had received, 470 75

This showed that the School Board had received from the 
School Treasurer on their personal accounts, $1,108.22, and had 
paid out $1,107.06. You will observe that A. L. Smith had re- 
ceived $1.41 more than he had paid out, and G. M. Sulloway 
had paid out 25 cents more than he had received. A. L. Smith 
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paid back into the school treasury $1.16 and holds a receipt for 
that amount. Afterwards, in the presence of J. B. Page, J. W. 
Tinkham, V. M. Hardy, and others, he paid 25 cents to G. M. 
Sulloway. This made up Mr. Sulloway’s deficiency and fully ac- 
counted for the $1.41 that A. L. Smith had overdrawn; $1.16 
added to 25 cents, making $1.41. 

The School Board hold the proper vouchers to verify the 
above figures, except the paying over of the 25 cents to G. M. 
Sulloway. There is no voucher for that transaction, as at that 
time it was considered unnecessary. The School Board further- 
more showed that they had ordered the school treasurer to pay 
bills as follows :

These orders amount to yi ves 


and proper vouchers were shown for this amount; $75.55 added 
to $1,107.06 makes $1,182.61. ‘This amount is $3.25 less than 
the amount as reported in the Town Report of Feb. 15, 1894, 
page 32. ‘To account for this it was shown that Mr. Sulloway, 
in settling with Mrs. Lydia L. Hackett, did not have sufficient 
money with him, to the amount of $3.25, and he gave her an 
order on the School Treasurer for $3.25. At the settlement on 
Feb. 15 this order had not been presented for payment, but it 
was known to be given, and the School Treasurer was allowed 
this amount to pay her, and should have credit for it, and the 
school board must be charged for this expenditure. The order 
for the money or the receipt I do not find among the papers 
placed in my hands, but there is no question but what this 
money was paid. Adding $3.25 to $1,182.61 makes $1,185.86, 
which coincides with the audited footings as published in the 
Town Report of 1894, page 32. I will here say that at the set- 
tlement at the close of the fiscal year, viz., Feb. 15, 1894, the 
School Board took up all their vouchers and footed them up, 
giving the School Treasurer a receipt covering all these smaller 
vouchers, and these vouchers were passed back to the members 
of the School Board, as they_had personally given them. ‘These 
receipts amounted to $1,185.86, including the $3.25 that was 
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paid to Mrs. Hackett. Here the investigation on the part of 
the School Board rested and the account of the School Treas- 
urer was taken into consideration. The School Treasurer held 
a receipt that he had paid the School Board, and on their orders 
$1,185.86. He further stated that the school money for the 
year 1893 amounted to $1,215.10. Mr. A. L. Smith here 
claimed that the school money amounted to $1,220.35, that the 
School Treasurer had reported that he only received $6.50 from 
Enfield, when he had received $11.75. To prove his statement 
he presented the following receipt : 
“Grafton, N. H.,:Feb. 15, 1894. 
Received of A. L. Smith $11.75, account with School Board 
of Enfield, for tuition of scholars. 
FRANCIS R. SMITH.” 
At this point of the examination vour agent began to see 
where the bone of contention of all this trouble originated. It 
now became necessary to ascertain if A. I.. Smith had given F. 
R. Smith credit for this $5.25 which he claimed the School 
Treasurer had not reported. I will try to make this plain. 
When A. L. Smith settled with the School Treasurer of Enfield 
he found that Enfield was owing Grafton $11.75. He also 
found that Grafton owed Enfield $5.25. The difference was 
$6.50, in favor of Grafton. Enfield paid A. L. Smith the $11.75 
and he gave a receipt for that amount. He then took $5.25 of 
this $11.75 and paid Enfield what Grafton was owing Enfield. 
When he got to Grafton School ‘Treasurer he had only $6.50 in 
money to account for the $11.75, and he pays this $6.50 over 
and hands the Treasurer his personal receipt for $5.25, making 
$11.75, the amount actually received from Enfield. This re- 
* ceipt reads as follows : 
GRAFTON, N. H., Feb. 15, 1894. 
Received of F. R. S.nith, ($5.25) five dollars and twenty-five 
cents, with which to pay tuition of May Truell, in Enfield. 
A, L. SMIru. 
I then examined the receipts given by A. L. Smith to Francis 
R. Smith, which are as follows: 
Received, July 13, 1893, $185 oo 
- Nov, 29, 1893, 68 25 
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Received, Dec. 9, 1893, 124 75 
(Enfield receipt) Feb. 15, 1894, ; ae 
$383 25 


This sum has previously been shown, as the amount he drew 
from the School Treasurer. I have examined the School Re- 
port of Enfield, for the year 1893, and find the following on page 
2. David Noyes, School Treasurer. “Received of Town of 
Grafton, tuition for May Truell, for 1893, $5.25. It is clear that 
somebody from Grafton had paid Enfield, $5.25. A legal voter 
of Grafton intimated to me that some Springfield children were 
schooled in Grafton in 1893, and that there was nothing in the 
Report to show that any money had been received. I examined 
the Springfield Report for 1893 and found on page 13. “Es- 
timated due the town of Grafton, $4.00, James T. Colby, Treas- 
urer.”’ It would have been well enough for the School Board of 
Grafton to have mentioned that Springfield was owing Grafton. 
The collection of such bills are generally left for the Chairman of 
the -School Board. In 1893 I. G. Williams filled that 
position. In 1894, A. L, Smith was chairman. In Graf- 
ton Town Report for 1895, page 26, Horace Barney, School 
Treasurer, you will observe that he reports as receiving from A. 
L. Smith, from Springfield, $3.75. This, doubtless, was for the 
years 1893 and 1894. ‘Thus it is safe to conclude that none of 
the School Board or the School ‘Treasurer of 1893 had any money 
from Springfield in their possession. But to return to where I 
diverged from the matter that came before us at the hearing. 
The School Treasurer put in evidence, for his side, two orders, 
that the School Board had given A. L. Smith to draw on him for 
money to pay his (A. L. Smith) bills, as one of the members of 
the School Board. ‘These orders are $205.50 and $185.00, mak- 
ing $390.50. You will notice that the receipts given by A. L. 
Smith amounted to $383.25, the difference being $7.25. <A. L. 
Smith claimed that he did not draw this $7.25 and it was never 
paid. FF, R. Smith claimed that he did draw the money and 
that he had it. This made an issue, that seemed to require a 
decision on the part of your agent. In making this decision it 
was my duty to leave individuality entirely out and base the de- 
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cision on the evidence as presented, backed by proper vouchers. 
It appeared in evidence that the way the members of the School 
Board certified for the money which they drew from the School 
Treasurer, was by giving a receipt at the time, for what they 
drew. ‘The School Treasurer retained the order and indorsed on 
that order the amount drawn. My opinion was that the receipts 
‘formed the basis on which this account would have to be settled. 
But to do injustice to no one, and being fully impressed in my 
own mind, that no decision of mine would be acceptable to these 
contestants, I placed the whole matter before the Hon. Frank 
D. Currier and asked his» unbiased opinion. as viewed from a 
legal standpoint. I received the following from him : 
“Nov. 18, 1895. 

To Daniel L. Straw: 

I have looked over the account of the Treasurer of the 
Grafton School Board, for the year ending Feb. 15, 1894. 
‘There is very clearly a mistake in-reporting the money received 
from Enfield. ‘The Treasurer received, as shown by his own re- 
ceipt, $11.75, and cnly charges himself with $6.50, leaving in his 
hands $5.25. I understand that while he has orders from the 
School Board for $390.50, he has receipts for only $383.25, and 
the evidence is, that the Board gave receipts for all they drew. 
The receipts and not the orders are the best evidence. 

F. D. Currier.” 

The question has frequently been asked, why anything needed 
to be said in regard to the Enfield account, further than to report 
the difference, $6.50. If A. L. Smith had dropped out this May 
Truell bill and not charged himself with it, passing over to the 
School Treasurer the $6.50, the books would have balanced cor- 
rectly. In this case, without much doubt, some enterprising 
* fellow in Grafton, up near the border of Enfield, would have 
picked up an Enfield Report and made the discovery that En- 
field paid Grafton $11.75 and Grafton only reported as receiving 
$6.50. The whole matter could be explained by saying that the 
remainder went to pay our debt to Enfield. To some this would 
be satisfactory, and to others very unsatisfactory. Finally, a de- 
mand for an investigation would come. ‘Thus you see that busi- 
ness cannot be done in that way correctly. 

You cannot scale down the grand total of our school money 
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by making offsets. The total amount of school money appro- 
priated and received must be reported, and the total amount of 
expenditures must also be reported in order to balance the books 
correctly and close the doors against investigations. In this case, 
which has extended over a period of some three years, causing 
considerable animosity on the part of some, the trouble all arises 
from the School Board reporting the total amount of expendi- 
tures, whilst the School Treasurer has not reported the total 
amount of receipts. As a consequence the books do not balance 
except by the juggling of accounts. I will furthermore say that, 
in my opinion, this was purely a mistake on the part of the 
School Treasurer and those having connection with the settle- 
ment which mistake was made by exchange of receipts and the 
flurry of settlement on Feb. 15, 1894. At the hearing on the 
26th of April, a demand was made of your agent, by one of the 
voters of the district, to know what business he had with those 
receipts, as they had been audited and settled, meaning that the 
school district had no further rights but to gracefully submit to 
the returns as previously made. ‘The reply was by reading arti- 
cle 7th of your school warrant of March 16th. : 

Investigations of public affairs are in order at any time, when a 
majority call for an investigation. A second hearing was asked 
for, granted and held in the Town Hall, June 22. Unfortunate- 
ly one of the chief witnesses for the side asking for the hearing 
could not attend, and as no adjournment was called for, and but 
little new light thrown on the matter, the hearings finally came 
to an end. 

In conclusion I will say, if I have succeeded in throwing any 
light upon this long disputed matter, as one of the inhabitants of 
the town district, who wishes for the general prosperity of our 
common schools, you are welcome to the time, trouble and ex- 
pense to which I have been in this investigation.
